Local autonomy is- equally complete the 


executive branch. The villages have their own 
schools, police, communal storehouses; public 
works, irrigation systems and organiza- 
tions, all supported local contributions which 
are freely made the wealthy. The district 
magistrates leave these organizations alone, and 
never try control: them. North China, 
neighboring villages often form defensive leagues 
against bandits. and Han 
Dynasties, each village elected triumvirate 
invested with the functions pastor, judge 
and police chief respectively, strikingly similar 
the elected basileus Greek free cities. The 
triumvirate, representatives the 
people possessed the traditional right ap- 
proach the emperor directly, any member 
the bureaucratic hierachy.

The military government the 
Mongols created despotic regimes from the Rus- 
sian steppes the shores the Pacific, 
evil which the Chinese quickly eradicated with 


their liberation from the Mongol yokt. The 
Manchu Dynasty was basically also military 
autocracy, although was wise enough not 
interfere with Chinese villege autonomy, and 
was contented with very light taxation. 

_The Manchu Dynasty lost all popular support 
following the Sino-Japanese War when the de-

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The Trading Gold and Foreign 
Currencies Prohibited 


the beginning April both gold and 
currencies have showg upward 
trend the market Taiwan. This was prin- 
cipally due smuggling 
gold and currency dealers. With view 
checking this upward trend the metal 
and greenbacks and stabilizing the value 
Taipei, the Taiwan dollar, the National Govern- 
ment the night April outlawed the 
trading gold and foreign currencies and 
promised punish violators this rule.
